oe of Frenchmen by the nickname they gave her in the anti-Nazi French Underground, 

'Brigitte", and who recently returned after 26 months of reporting in Indo-China, will talk 
at the OPC luncheon Thursday, June 17, at Toots Shor's, 51 West 5lst Street. The luncheon 
was arranged by PAT LOCHRIDGE HARTWELL, chairman of the Program Committee. 


Mlle. Friang, 30 years old, who celebrated her last birthday in Dienbienphu 
toasting the Command Post there just before its final surrender, first enlisted in the 
French Underground at the ripe old age of 16. Germans shot her in the back after she had 
been betrayed to Nazi agents, and she was then subjected to third degree torture while on 
the operating table. She did time in Ravensbruck Concentration Camp, escaping during a 
450-mile trek on foot to Dachau Concentration Camp near Munich. She has twice been awarded

She believes U.S. intervention essential to victory in Indo-China.
